change which is linked with the 
vast exchanges of major cities. 
But it is the local public which 
has to pay for telephone service, 
and, as each wage increase 
is 


inevitably followed by an increase 
in charges tcj, Bell subscribers, it 
seems in the public 
interest 
to 


print the wage scales now 
pre- 


vailing in the Bell system. 


The company has gotten out 
a factual "background" report for 
press use, and this report says: 
| 


"Operators arc the largest group 


of telephone employes. A 
young 


girl, just out pi' school, with no 
business experience, who started 
a year ago as a telephone 
op- 
erator, is now earning basic pay 
of $34 a week ($147.90 a month). 
If she had started as a service 
representative in the 
business 


office, she is now., earning $36 a 
week ($156 a mdnth). . . These 
are basic pay rates for a 40-hour 
people in the business. Extra pay 
is earned for 
evening, 
Sunday, 


or holiday work."

Hospital Fire

Davenport Police Force 
As told to United Press 
Davenport, la., Jan. 7 —(UP)—I 


was one of the first to reach the 
hospital when we got the alarm. 
Flames were shooting out of the 


windows on the second and thirc 
floors and I could see more fire on 
the roof of the building. 
As the firemen put a ladder up 
I grabbed an axe and climbed to 
the top of one of them. 


I chopped at the 
anchor bolt: 


holding the bars across one of thi 
windows. I 
thought those 
bar; 
never would give way. 


Finally the bars dropped to th 


ground and I smashed ,the 
pan 
with the helve of the axe. 


I sr.w a sight I guess11 never will 
forget. 


Silhouetted against the 
flames 
were a group of patients. They 
weren't 
screaming and d i d n't 
seem 
excited 
much. They just 


looked bewildered. Sort of like ani 
mals who had something new hap 
pening to them and didn't 
know 


just what to do. 
The flames were all around them 
by then. But thank God, they were 
docile and followed my orders will- 
ingly. I climbed in and took several 
by the hands and led them to the 
window. 
Firemen 
and 
other 
officers 


helped them to the ladders and I 
went as far as possible into 
the 


building to get more. 


Altogether, I guess I found about 


a half do/en patients and got them 
out that window. I didn't have time 
to keep count. 
Those flames were hot. I could 
feel them searing by uniform and 
my sUin as I ducked among them.

Floods Peril 
Points in 
Three States

Flood perils appeared mounting 


in Indiana and Illinois and a se- 
vere ice storm struck damaging 
blows in Memphis today. 


Bitter, cold weather which 
had 


chilled most of the Midwest this 
week moderated but more freezing 
w e a t h e r threatened additional 
damage to California citrus and 
vegetable crops. Mild weather con- 
tinued in the southeastern slates 
and northweard to the Middle At- 
lantic region. 


Hundreds remained homeless in 
the flooded areas. At least three 
persons 
drowned as waters from 


swollen rivers swept over widely 
separated areas of Illinois and In- 
diana. Some flood conditions also 
were reported in parts of Missouri 
and Kentucky. 


A wide band of freezing rain 


and sleet impeded highway travel 
from northern Ohio and northwest 
P e n n s y 1 vania 
southwestward 


across most of Indiana and south- 
ern Illilnois into southeast Missouri 
and Arkansas. Rain fell in Eastern 
Texas and the Tennessee valley. 


The worst ice storm in 17 years 
curtailed all public utilities, includ- 
ing transportation, in Memphis. No
